which Dr. Gariield contemplates next 
Monday will be in the nature of

It1 it proves successful the 
same program will be applied to other 
districts, such as New York, if a coal 
famine is threatened. 
All of the-coal in the Ohio, western 
Pennsylvania and Michigan lields on 
Monday will be 
redistributed 
among 
domestic consumers regardless of con- 
tracts which may have been entered 
into for delivery to other points. These 
contracts will be filled later when the 
acute condition is 
ended. 
Operators 
also will be directed to supply retail- 
'ers whether they were 
customers in

Since the 
first 
establishment 
of 


public vocational education 
iu Mass- 


achusetts, the state and local author- 
ities have held that in order to be elli- 
cient, the great majority of the teach- 
ers employed must have obtained by 
actual experience 
in the practice of 


their trades a thorough mastery of 
trade processes . and thorough knowl- 
edge of the conditions 
under which 


the work is carried on. Persons who 
have had this trade 
training have 
regular and 
permanent 
occupations, 


and are in general so situated that it 
is impossible for them to forego their 
employment and attend schools of the 
type of the normal school, where the 
pupil must give all his time to the

work of the school and must either 
depend upon others for support, or

on

Tn order to secure the type of in-

Scheme a Novel One 


The scheme is therefore novel in 
that it proposes to offer this training 
opportunity under such conditions that 
at least a large portion can be se- 
cured without either loss of job or 
loss of pay, and that the opportunity 
be can offered to the individual at a 
place which he can reach readily out- 
side of-working hours. This of course 
is merely following the practice which 
has already been so satisfactorily car- 
ried out "by the correspondence schools, 
university extension services and eve- 
ning trade extension work, which has 
been develop; in all the states.

In order to assist the 
schools in reaching: and maintaining 
thft hi^h standard of efficiency desir- 
able, it has seemed wise to make def- 
inite provision for the training of per- 
sona who might Inter become" teachers 
in these schools, and to assist those 
already employed as teachers to carry 
on their work more efficiently. 
Subjects for Teachers 


The instruction in these courses will 
be confined only to such subjects 
%yill aid the person already thorough- 
ly equipped in the line of his trade to 
take up the problem of teaching effec- 
tively.. 
The subjects presented will 
deal with

difficulties 


which have been experienced by men 
who have become, teachers in 
these 
schools. 
No attempt will be made 
to deal with either the trade knowl- 
edge or the general education of the

What shall the remedy be? 
Lowell 


is favored as the city in which the

It is well' to see a 


beginning made in this direction in- 
asmuch as in case this

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 26.—:Why 


is the United States today short of 
sugar? What can tho American peo- 
ple do to meet the present shortage? 
And what must they do to meet not 
only our own demands, but the neces- 
sary requirements of our allies for su- 
gar during tho next year? 
The United States is short of sugar 
because in the past two years, we have 
exported sugar at a rs.te 34 times 
greater than our normal exports, and 
have not curtailed our own consump- 
tion to meet this drain on our sugar 
reserves. 
In 1914 we exported 72,323,615 pounds 
of sugar. In 1316 our sugar exports 
jumped to 1,665.895.639 pounds, and in 
the first nine months this year, up to 
the time the embargo was laid, our ex- 
ports were 1,254.551.280 pounds. 
Britain alone, which in 1?14 import- 
ed only 4,974.075 pounds of sugar from 
the United States, last year imported 
from us 833,091.945 pounds. Before the. 
war Britain secured moro than half her 
sugar from Germany and Austria, im- 
porting only 1.14 per cent, from us. 
France, normally producing her own 
sugar, got but 1000 pounds from us in 
1914. 
Last year she imported from 
the United States 3T>7,So2,291 pounds, 


and BO far this year 478,967,887 pounds.: 
These figures will give some idea^ 
then, why our sugar supply Is short. 
But with all the increase in our ex- 
ports to Britain and France, we havo 
not begun to furnish them their nor- 
mal supply of sugar. 
We will not be 
able to do so. 
France has cut her sugar ration to 
ono pound per person per month, or 
12 pounds per year, fr.or.: a pre-war 
consumption of 44 pounds. 
Britain has reduced her per capltri, 
consumption of sugar from 93 pounds 
to 26 pounds. 
In America, however, we have con- 
tinued to use sugar at the normal rate-, 
increasing, if anything, rather than cut- 
ting down. 
The present shortage ia 
temporary, pending the arrival of the 
new beet sugar output. 
There will 
be no real hardship to us from tho 
present situation, hut unless we be- 
gin to save sugar in every way pos- 
sible, there will be real hardship to 
ourselves and our allies in the next 
year. 
The only way the sugar supply cait 


be stretched to meet the demand is by 
economy in its use. Tf one ounce of; 
sugar per person per day can be saved, 
we will be able to supply our allies 
their absolutely necessary sugar ra- 
tion, and still use five times as much, 
as they aro permitted to have. 
Cut out tho candy; when you eat: 
it, you're taking necessary sugar from 
one soldier at the front. Do not leavo 
half a spoonful of sugar undissolved 
in the bottom of your coffee cup. Don'C 
throw away the half lump of sugar 
you leave in your saucer. Do not frosti 
or ice cakos. Use fewer sweet drinks. 
Use honey and 
maple 
syrup fo? 
sweetening pastry and cakes. Remem- 
ber that for our soldiers and the sol- 
diers of France a.nd Britain sugar i3 
a vital food. 
It is the most efficient 


fue.l that can be fed into the bodies 
of our fighters. Every grain saved may 
be as powerful as a grain of powder1 
in bringing a quick allied victory.

HEALTH BULLETIN 


The September public health bulletin, 


.ssued by the Massachusetts department 
3f health, Is out, and the little pamphla. 
contains a variety of valuable informa- 
tion as well as 
interesting 
statistics 


concerning the health of the inhabi- 
tants of the commonwealth. 


An article entitled "Child Conserva- 


tion," which deals with the work of 
the department in saving the lives of 
tho babies, appears in the first section 
of the bulletin, and included in the ar- 
ticle are the names of physicians who 
have been appointed a committee by the 
commissioner of health to promote tha 
conservation of child life in this state. 
The specific obj.ect of the work of the 
ccmmittee is to demonstrate to cities 
and 
towns the 
necessity 
of 
child 


conservation work and to point out the 
agencies needed for baby-saving for 
that particular town or .city. It will 
also be a part of its work to stimulate 
tho communities throughout - the state 
to provide funds for the employment 
of trained workers to carry on this 
work in each community. The 
work 
"will be done by child welfare supervis- 
ors, 
especially trained and experienced 
nurses, one for each of the eight health 
districts in the state. 
These supervisors wrill work in co- 
operation with the state district health 
officer in each district, making- surveys 
of individual communities and discov- 
ering what the actual health conditions 
are 
The local state district health of- 
ficer is Dr. Charles E. Simpson. When 
the special problem of a city or town 
has been determined, definite 
efforts 
will follow to prevail upon that city or 
town to provide funds to meet its in- 
dividual needs. 
Funds for the payment of the sala- 
iios~o"f these supervisors havo been se- 
cured from the Bed Cross, thus saving 
the state funds as far as possible, and 
enlisting a widespread outside interest. 
The sum of $5000 has been granted by 
the governor and council for the pur- 
pose of defraying the expenses of the 
field workers. Information nas already 
r-een 
obtained 
and 
plotted on maps 
showing present 
hospital facilities, 
baby clinics and various relief organiz- 
ations, and the location of health and 
social workers for the entire state. 
In the report of the division of food 
nd drugs, also included in the pam- 
nhlet Is the 
following 
information: 
There ware 591 samples of milk exam- 
ined in the state during the month of 
August, samples having been collected 
in 52 cities and towns. Of the 591 sum- 
nles 233 were below the legal standard.

cendiary bombs .such as the one that 
fell a year ago within a few yards of 
the main entrance. 
The mosaics, both inside and out, 


are protected from rushes of air that 
might result from explosions by can- 
vas stretched beneath

which 


would serve also to catch all the frag- 
ments that might fall and preserve 
them for restoration. 


All precious objects and works of 


art that could be removed, including 
the fo'ur colossal Greek horses on the 
facade, have been removed to safety 
in the treasury of the basilica, which 
has been transformed into it strong- 
room, stoutly armored.

the desirable person to measure him- 
self up against the requirements of a 
teaching position and to see for him- 
self if he co.uld probably make g'ood 
before he gave up his regular income 
on which he depended. 
Scheme a Novel Ono 


'The scheme is therefore novel in 
that it proposes to offer this training 
opportunity under such conditions that 
at least a large portion can be se- 
cured without either loss of job or 
loss of pay, and that ths opportunity 
be can offered to the individual at a 
place which he can reach readily out- 
side of working hours. This of course 
is merely following the practice which 
has already been so satisfactorily car- 
ried out by the correspondence schools, 
university extension services and eve- 
ning trade extension work, which has 
been developed in all the states. 
The state plan for trade education 
now in operation has been under de- 
velopment for six years.

Some 40 schools have been estab- 
isbed, which last year received some 
four or five thousand men and boys 
who desired instruction in industrial 
incs. 
One important aim which was held 


n mind in developing this sort of edu- 
-ation was the necessity of substitut- 
ng for the old .apprenticeship training 
some agency which would serve the 
same purpose in promo-ting the develx 
opment of skill in Massachusetts in- 
dustries. With this aim in mind, these 
schools must of necessity be largely 
nanned by trade-trained teachers, and 
the standards 
of etticienoy must be 
extremely high. In order to assist the 
ichools in reaching and maintaining 
the high standard of cfiiciency desir- 
able. it has seemed wise to make def- 
inite provision for the training of per- 
sons who might later become teachers 
these schools, and to assist' those 
already employed as teachers to carry 
on their work more efficiently. 
Subjects for Teachers 


The instruction in these courses will 
be confined only to such subjects as 
will aid the person already thorough- 
ly equipped in the line of his trade to 
take up the problem of teaching effec- 
tively.

from 


answering is the exorbitant price ol 
the khaki and .gray yarns. 


The Red Cross 
does its 
splendid 


best to supply all who offer help with 
yarn at cost, or even free of charge, 
but it is unable to meet the great de- 
mand. 
And there is also a stipula- 


tion that all finished garments 
shrill 


be returned to headquarters. 


Although the loyal women are glad 


to think their work is protecting soma 
soldier, many mothers would bo hap- 
pier if they could feel sure their own 
boys were warm. 


But there is the price of yarn—HO 


cents a hank! Two and a half hanks

WASHINGTON, D. C, Oct. 25.—"Why 


is the United States today short of 
sugar? What can the American peo- 
ple do to meet the present shortage? 
And what must they do to meet not 
only our own demands, but the neces- 
sary requirements of our allies for su- 
gar during the next year? 


The United States is short of sugar 
because in the past two years, we have 
exported sugar at a rate 34 times 
greater than our normal exports, and 
have not curtailed our own consump- 
tion to meet this drain on our sugar 
reserves. 


In 1914 we exported 72,323,615 pounds 
of sugar. 
In IflKJ our sugar exports 
jumped to l.ses.SOD.fi-'iO pounds, and in 
the first nine months this year, up to 
the time the embargo was laid, our ex- 
ports were 1,254,551,250 pounds. 
Britain alone, which in 1914 import- 
ed only 4,974.0(5 pounds of sugar from 
the United States, last year imported 
from us 933,001,945 pounds. Before the 
war Britain secured more than half her 
sugar from Germany and Austria, im- 
porting only 1.14 per cent, from us., 
France, normally producing her own 
sugar, got but 1000 pounds from us in 
1914. 
Last year she imported from 
the United States 357,532.201 pounds,

BOSTON. Oct. 25—A northeasterly 


gale lashed the New England coast yes- 
terday. The storm, with a CO-mlle, rain 
laden wind behind It, centred over the 
metropolitan district, bringing death to 
two persons and wreaking a tremendous 
property damage. 
Shipping was paralyzed and the few 


coastwise vessels at sea were sent scur- 
rying for shelter to the nearest harbor. 


> Street railway and steam 
traiiic was 


greatly delayed. Telephonic and tele- 
graphic communication was interrupt- 
ed, in many instances for hours, poles 
carrying wires being Tolown down like 
to many cardboard sticks. Trees were 
uprooted. Lighting systems were im- 
paired. Cellars throughout the district 
were flooded. 
Starting about 9 o'clock 
yesterday 
morning, the storm swept down upon 
the city like a hurricane, li. continued 
to gather in fury and by noon the wind 
had reached a velocity of 40 miles an 
hour. At 5 o'clock the gale was blow- 
ing 60 miles an hour. The rain became 
torrential. 
, 
Men and women hastening homeward 
from offices and shops found the streets I 
changed to rivers. Great sheets of rnii 
v.'ere caught by the gale and the swirl, 
ing drive was blinding. Traffic in inanr 
places was made impossible. 
All the 
street railway lines and .steam 
roac 
schedules were demoralized. 
The jam in the North and South sta- 
tions, in the ferry houses and the dif- 
ferent stations of the L was tremend- 
ous. 
One man, John J. Hill of 5S7 East 
Third street, South Boston, caught in 
the crowds at the State street station 
of the Atlantic loop of the L. was either 
pushed or blown off the station plat- 
form in the path of an onrushingr train. 
He was killed instantly. 
Shortly before that, in Maiden, Thos. 
O'Neil of 62 Roberts street, Maiden, was 
killed. A live wire, blown down on top 
of him as he was walking home, coiled 
about his legs. He was instantly elec- 
trocuted. 
Scores more persons narrowly escaped 
death.

society yesterday at headquarters, 142 
Berkeley street. 


These stories were Investigated by 
federal agents, who were certain that 
it was part of a German propaganda, 
designed to discredit the Red Cress 
and to estrange the public from co- 
operation with it, Mr. Jackson point- 
ed out. 
In recounting the varied services 
rendered by the Red Cross abroad. Mr. 
Jackson dwelt particularly on a little 
known feature—harboring and taking 
care of the children and families of 
the devastated areas.

condition status quo ante bellum. 
No Peace Possible 


Senator Lodge spoke at the Liberty 
loan meeting held in Sanders theatre. 
In spite of the gusty rain storm a 
large assemblage greeted the speak- 
ers. 
Judge J. S. Fassett of New York 
also addressed the gathering. 
Presi- 
dent Lowell of Harvard presided. The 
platform of the historic old theatre 
was crowded with members of the uni- 
versity faculty and many distinguished 
guests, including President-Emeritus 
Eliot of Harvard and Major Henry Lee 
Higginson. 


"As for peace treaties," said Senator 
Lodge, "we have no one to treat with! 
The nation we are lighting considers 
treaties as a. scrap of paper, to be torn 
and thrown away at will. It is im- 
possible to treat. 
We must put the 
German nation in a position where 
they can't fight. If paper treaties are 
worthless, then we must have a physi- 
cal guarantee. The only road to peace 
is. victory! A victory so complete that 
they can never rise from it and hor- 
rify the world again." 


"To gain this peace," lie continued, 
"we must give lives dearer than our 
own—and can't we give our monev? 
We have got to bring Germany to her 
knees!" The senator then declared that 
the things that will affect him if he 
is in the senate when the peace is 
talked of are the cries of the Women 
and children who went down on the 
Lusitania, the memories of the boys 
who gave up their lives in the trennh- 
es of France beating Germany to her 
knees. "Then will the world be made 
safe for freedom, for decency and for 
honor!" said Senator Lodge.

BOSTON, Oct. 25.—Newton D. Bak- 
er, secretary of war, stirred an au- 
dience to enthusiasm here last night as 
he told a story of a modern miracle of 
war in the preparation of the great 
National army oi' drafted men who are 
being1 trained for overseas service. He 
was the principal speaker at the an- 
nual dinner of the chamber of com- 
merce. 


'When I visit the camps in which 
our drafted men are being trained." h£ 
said, "I know that some of these boys 
will die on the battlefields of the great 
war.

no unholy ambition of conquest but 
on a mission of rescue. 
They will 
fight shoulder to shoulder with the 
brave men of France and England so 
that America's page in the history ot 
the war for democracy will be a glo-;'
